Washington, Oct. 2-i— None- but ex- 


pressions of horror and amazement as. 
the unprecedented occurrence in the 
North sea, is heard in ofncial circles 
here and although it is charitably as- 
sumed that theOring by the R.tss'an 
Baltic fleet upon innocent and peace- 
ahle fishermen was the result of ex- 
treme panic and terror, some oHic'als 
cannot refrain from calling attention 
to the fact that this latest outrage Is in 
line with the policy which Russia has 
pursued throughout this- war, that of 
utter indifference and reckless disre- 
gard of the rights of neutral nations. 


.-Hull, Eng, Oct 21— (Bulletin)— Only 
tine vessel arrived this morning from 
the fishing rendC2vous in the North 
sea. The 'atest reports of the affair 
show four Russian vessels were con- 
cerned, and fired £00 shots at the Brit- 
ish vessels at a range of a quarter of 
a mile. The Mayor ot Hull telesraph- 
ed Premier Balfour: "The greatest in- 
dignation'prevails here as the result oi 
the unprecedented and -wasitonv attack 
oh the Hull fishing fleet, resulting in 
the loss of lixes.. We appeal to the 
government to take the speediest and 
strongest measures possible to ensure 
full redress, and complete security 
against further Paissian outrages." 


The owners of the carriers attached 


to the fleet said this morning there 
were fifty vessels near the spot, where 
the affair occurred. Six or those are 
still not reported. No news bar. been 
received of the Wren. 


Crowds are examining trie TVIino and 


Monlmein, which arrived here badly 
damaged from the Itussian shots. Both 
vessels present the appearance of hav- 
ing undergone a heavy bombardment.

London, Oct. 24.—The Hull fishing 


fleet has been attacked by the Rus- 
sian Baltic squadron, commanded by 
Vice 
Admiral 
Rojestvensky. 
The 


oflicial information at hand is that 
shortly after midnight Friday the Rus- 
sian squadron fell in with the Hull 
fishing fleet in the North sea. 
The 


first portion of the fishing fleet passed 
safely. Then the Russian ships turned 
their, searchlights on the British ves- 
sels for some time, and a little later 
opened fire. The steam trawler Crane 
was sunk and the decapitated bodies 
of her skipper and mate have been 
brought to Hull. The boatswain anrl 
other 
members of the crew 
are 


seriously wounded. The steam trawl- 
ers Moulmein and Mino have arrived 
at Hull seriously damaged by shots. 
the latter having 1C holes in her hull. 
It is feared that other damage was 
done to trawlers and that at least one 
more was lost with all hands. 


No motive can be assigned for the 


extraordinary procedure of the Rus- 
sian warships. The news created a big 
sensation 
and 
indignation in Hull. 


The Moulmein arrived with her flag at 
half mast. 
Her skipper states that 


the trawlers were fishing about 220 
miles east by north of Spurn Head at 
1 o'clock 
Saturday 
morning, the 


weather being hazy, when the outlines 
of several 
vessels, apparently war- 


ships, sailing in a line, were dimly 
seen. Whilst the crew were watching 
the 
warships, 
searchlights 
were 


flashed upon them, in the glare of 
which the Mot'lmein's crew observed 
<vhat they took to be torpedo boats 
approaching, apparently with the in- 
tention of boarding the 
Moulmein.

away, however, and 


soon the fishermen were horrified to 
find they were being fired upon. First 
one and then another trawler was

Honey Maklngr Waspa. 


The card making wasp of Brazil, it is 


said, manufactures a honey the use of 
which is not without dauger, as it oc- 
casions vertigo. 
In South 
America 


large quantities of honey are collected 
from the nests built in trees by an in- 
sect which i? supposed to belong to the 
bee tribe. Then there are the bam- 
buros, whose honey whole tOAvns in 
Ceylon go into the woods to gather. 
There are also in our own country ants 
which construct underground nests, 
hut their chief peculiarity is that in 
addition to the ordinary inhabitants 
of an ants' nest there is a special class 
called honey bearers. These live en- 
tirely in the nest and receive the food 
collected by the workers, store it up in 
their globular abdomens, which are ca- 
pable of great expansion, and regurgi- 
tate it in the form of honey when any 
of their comrades desire to be fed. 
They are. in fact, merely living honey 
bags. 
Another species of honey ant 


has been found in Australia, and a spe- 
cies of coccus in India provides itself 
with a small quantity of honey.

Thr Return of a Projectile. 


The question is often asked. "Will an 


object thrown into the air. either from 
the hand, a volcano or even when shot 
from a rifle or cannon, return to the 
earth with the snrne initial velocity 
with which it left?" The answer is: A 
projectile thrown vertically upward 
into the air will return with n velocity 
less than the initial. In the air the ac- 
celerating force which acts during the 
descent is not equal to the retarding 
force during ascent. The retarding 
force is tlie "nine for the weight of the 
projectile nnd the crmospheric resist 
since, both acting in the same direction. 
In the descent the accelerating force i 
the difference of these two. sine e they 
act in opposite directions. In a •vacuum 
it would be different. In that c::.se. the 
weight of tbe projectile bcins the only 
force acting, this force would generate 
in each foot of the ball exactly the 
same amount of velocity thnt it had 
hw i.i its passage upward. Thus the 
final W(»uia Sad it ttitti a speed e.jin!
